At St. Louis yesterday Jndge Zachritz issued 
a temporary injunction against the officials of 
the Delmar track to prevent bookmaking on 
the races now in progress there. The iojnnc- 
tion became operative at unce and Is directed 
against Messrs. Tillee, Adler, Celia, the 
Delmar Jockey Clnb, its employes, and the 
bookmakers who have been doing business at 
the track. His ruling also revokes all book- 
makers’ licenses at the track, A dispatch from 
St. Louis says : 

'^Sheriff Joseph Dickmanu of St. Louis served 
the copy of the court order withstraining the 
Delmar Joekey Club from allowing books to be 
made on their course at the track. His man- 
date was received with no recoguition and was 
being openly violated in the presence of the 
Sheriff and his deputies. Dickmanu said he 
could see no betting going on, despite the fact 
that fourteen bookies were doing a rushing 
business.” 

If the mandate of the court has been defied in 
the manner stated in this dispatch it is more 
than probable that St. Louis patrons of racing 
will have other features to consider fully as ab- 
sorbing as the task of picking the winners. 

ST. MARCOS AGAIN. 
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After the large crowd that witnessed the 
races on Labor Day at Harlem it was naturally 
supposed there would be a marked falling off 
in the attendance yesterday but it was nowhere 
near as large as expected, an unusually good 
gathering being present. There was no stake 
race offered but the card of seven races was a 
well balanced one and some close finishes 
bobbed up during the afternoon. 

The most pretentious race of the day was the 
sixth, a six furlongs scramble for two-year-olds. 
Of the six babies that started that clever filly, 
Nellie Waddell, proved to be the best, going 
into the lead soon after flag dip and remaining 
there to the end. She led by two lengths aU 
the way and won by the same margin. When 
coming down the last eighth she was inclined 
to loaf, but Sullivan shook her up and she 
came away from the apparently fast closing 
McChesney with ease. The latter was second 
all the way and came with a resolute rush in 
the final eighth, but he had no chance to over- 
take the winner and had to be content with 
second place. J. V. Kirby finished third a length 
back of McCbesney and ran a good race 
Henry Zitt showed quite a turn of speed to the 
final quarter. 

After Bernato’s good race with Argregor at 
Hawthorne last week it seemed that he held 
the fifth racs, a dash of one mile and one hun- 
dred yards in fee simple. Ha was made a 11 to
